During War Time 


According to some authorities, we 
are facing the greatest food crisis 
since the Biblical days of famine. The 
worlds food crop is  short—very 
short. Hence the production and 
conservation of food comprise now 
one of the greatest civic dutias in ev- 
ery country. It is so especially in 
ours, for we are called upon to feed 
not only ourselves but also our Al- 
iles and the neutral nations. 

The immediate duty before us is 


to increase production, particularly 
the production of wheat and flour, 
The United States Department of 


Agriculture has vigorously attacked 

the problem of increasing the  pro- 

duction of wheat. As to flour, it is 

claimed that our country would in- 

crease the production by nearly 20,- 

000,000 barrels a year if, instead ot 

using 72 per cent. of wheat, as at 

present, in white flour, 81 per cent. 

were used; that is to say, if we uti- 

lized a larger amount of the” wheat 

kernel by not removing in the milling , 
process so much residual matter‘in 

the forms of what are known = as 

shorts, middlings, and bran. If we 
did this, our white flour would — be- 

come grayer. 

Nor is this all. The. gray flour 
would be more nourishing, it is con- 
tended, because Carrying with it that 
desirable “roughage” of help to di- 


gestion. Not all perosns, however, 
need whole-grain flour; for many 


better results are obtained by grad- 
uating flour in such mixtures as 
would be had from adding rye, rice, 
corn, or barley to wheat. Thus an 
increase of flour production may be 
accomplished along these lines, 

It should not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that because of its higher per- 
centage of moisture, whole wheat 
flour does not “keep” readily.—The 
Outlook, New York.

Saving the Surplus 


Home Canning of Vegetables Is Prac- 
ticable and Necessary 


The shortage of labor and the scar- 
city and high price of tin cans has 
very materially reduced the output 
and increased the cost of canned veg- 
ectables; so much in to 


so, fact, as 


make some lines almost prohibitive to} 


the average family. 

There is little reason, however, for 
any Canadian family not providing a 
sufficient supply for next winter. 
Home canning of vegetables is a 
simple matter; when put up in ordi- 
nary glass jars, securely sealed, they 
are equal if not superior io the fac- 


tory brand, and the cost is much 
lower. 

Peas, string beans, sweet corn, 
pumpkins, beets, tomatoes and all 


vegetables which will not keep with- 
out cooking, may be canned, 


Aiter cleaning and preparing the 
vegetables to be preserved they are 
enclosed in a cheesecloth bag and 
parboiled for five minutes. They are 


then dipped in cold water, packed in 
glass jars, boiling water poured over 
them to fill up the crevices, and the 
lids loosely adjusted. The jars 
then placed in an ordinary boiler fil 


led with water, with plates or dish 
covers to prevent the jars touching 
the bottom of the boiler, and are al- 


lowed to boil steadily for 31-2 hours. 


When lifted from the boiler, the lids; 


must be screwed down tight, and the 
jars allowed to gradually cool, care 
being taken that they are not exposed 


to drafts, as a sudden cooling may 
crack the glass. 

Vegetables thus canned will keep 
and be a welcome addition to the 


tuble in lieu of the high-priced can- 
ned goods, and the surplus of vege- 
tables, which otherwise might — be 


wasted, will be conserved.

Eggs can be preserved in dry salt 
lime water or water glass. In order 


to secure satisfactory. results eggs} 
miust be clean, but not washed, and} 
absolutely fresh when put down, In! 


preserving the object to be aimed at 
is to exclude air, so as to prevent eva- 
poration of the egg from outside 
seurces. Where eggs are put down 
in salt they should be set on end and 


packing should be so done that all! 


parts of each egg will be covered 
with salt, 
In preserving with water glass ten 


per cent, of the water glass should 
be mixed = with pure water and 
thouroughly stirred, Ten quarts of 
the aixture will cover fifteen to 
twenty dozen cggs.
